In July, 1904, Chester’s free library will complete its first 
decade of existence. 

Begining with 105 books in the store af A. H. Wilcomb, it 
has increased to 1950 bound volumes besides a number of state 
and government reports. The largest gift was goo volymes from 
the Ladies’ Library Association of Chester in 1896. 

The same year a building was purchased and fitted up for 
the use of the library. During this time about 600 cards have 
been issued to different patrons. The patronage of the library 
has been one. of its strongest. features. A warm interest in its 
welfare has been evinced by the trustees and many of the citizens 
of the town. 

The increasing number of children who hold a card is grat- 
ifying. 

Each year it is noticed that more non-fiction is read. Any 
one pursuing a line of study can take all the books he needs by 
means of special cards. ‘These are issued to school districts also. 
Fines have been reduced to one cent a day. In 1897 a catalogue 
of 1256 books was printed. February, 2904, permission was 
granted by the trustees to take five dollars of the fine money and 
purchase material for a card catalogue of the 700 books added 
since 1897. 

With the exception of one week when the printed catalogue 
was being prepared, the library has not been closed on any library 
day during the past ten years, except on a few public holidays. 
It will be seen that the care of the library and the necessary work 
consequent on its growth have largely increased since its founding.

Se HOOL REPORT: 


In accordance with the requirements of law and custom 
we, the School Board of Chester, submit our annual report of 
the past year. 

We have been able to maintain thirty weeks of schooling 
in all of the seven schools, a length of time which seems to be 
desired for towns situated as we are. 

As was requested by a vote of the district at the last 
annual meeting, repairs have been made on the grammar 
school room which we hope will meet with approval. 

At the commencement of the year it was decided to make 
a change in the readers and a part of the grammars, and to 
complete the histories needed which were introduced the year 
before, since many of those in use were much worn and it was - 
necessary to get new ones to take their places. And those 
who have had wide experience in the training of young minds 
have done much in recent years, by careful study, for the 
improvement of some of our school books, and the methods 
and resuits of teaching. The awakened interest resulting 
from the introduction of new and later books more than repays 
for the expenditure, and we believe is appreciated by all hon- 
est, careful, painstaking pupils. 

In order that the pupils may get the most good from 
their books, during vacation they are allowed to take not more 
than two from the school room, and it devolves upon the 
_ parents to see that these books are not misused. A _ thought- 
ful person will be as careful in the use of property loaned by 
the town as he would be of his own, or should be in the use 
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of an article borrowed from a neighbor, and will see to it that 
his children are impressed with the same idea. When they 
have nothing else to do and will persist in pasting on their 
books labels, tobacco tags, and deface and soil them, it is 
time to make them pay for their books and debar them from 
any extra privileges. 

We are indebted to Bell W. R. C. for the presentation to 
each school of a book entitled, “A Patriotic Primer for the. 
Little Citizen,’”’ which we appreciate, and which will be found 
useful. 

We have paid out the past year for carrying pupils 
#149.50; we wish the situation of the school buildings might 
be such as to avoid this item of expense which seems to be 
growing larger. 

By the provisions of the High School law passed by the 
Legislature of 1g01, this town paid out $164.00 for tuition 
the past year. While this may be a small item of expense 
compared to the benefits derived, we feel with all the advan- 
tages being given that the scholars should be well qualified in 
the English branches taught in our schools before going away 
to take up the languages and other Studies taught in the high 
schools and academies. 

It is the parents who in a great measure are responsible 
for the unnecessary non-attendance. With the exception of 
sickness good reasons are few which keep children away from 
school. It is hoped that the per cent of attendance may be 
increased in the future, for the progress of the child in his 
studies is very generally indicated by the scarcity of ‘black 
marks’’ after the pupil’s name in the school register. Some 
parents will even allow their children to speak disrespectfully 
of a teacher for inflicting even a small punishment to compel 
them to get their lessons, and thereby benefit themselves. 

In the selection of a teacher it is often necessary to 
engage those who have had but limited experience ; and while 
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the one chosen may seem to be especially fitted for success in 
the vocation, we are likely to be disappointed in finding a lack 
of some quality essential to sticcess in the school room. The 
work performed and results obtained by our teachers, as a 
whole, has been very satisfactory and much credit is due them 
for their zealous efforts. 

Thanking all those who have in any way made the school 
work pleasant for the past year, and hoping that the parents 
may more fully realize the importance of united action with 
the School Board, we add Sections 14-18-20 of Chapter 93 of 
the school laws. 

Secr. 14. [As amended by chapter 61, Session Laws of 
1go1, and chapter 13, Session Laws of 1903.| Every person 
having the custody and control of a child between the ages 
of eight and fourteen years, or of a child under the age 
of sixteen years, who cannot read at sight and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English language, residing 
in a school district in which a public school is annually | 
taught, shall cause such child to attend the public school 
all the time such school is in session, unless the child shall 
be excused by the school board of the district because his 
physical or mental condition is such as to prevent his attend- 
ance at school for the period required, or because he was 
instructed in the English language in a private school ap- 
proved by the school board for a number of weeks equal to 
that in which the public school was in session in the common 
English branches, or, having acquired those branches, in other 
more advanced studies. Any person who does not comply 
with the requirements of this section shall be fined ten dollars 
for the first offense and twenty dollars for every subsequent | 


offense, for the use of the district. 
Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the school board to 


prosecute offenders for violations of the provisions of this 
chapter. If they neglect to perform this duty they shall for- 
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feit twenty dollars for each neglect, for the use of the district, 
to be recovered in the name of the district by the selectmen 
of the town. All necessary expenses incurred in such pro- 
ceedings shall be paid by the district. 

SEcT. 20. [Enacted by chapter 62, Session Laws of 
1895.| No certificate as provided in the foregoing sections 
shall be issued for attendance at any private school, unless 
such school shall have previously been approved by the school 
board of the district in which it is situated as furnishing 
instruction in the English language in all the studies required 
by law equal to that given in the public schools of said dis- 
trict, and unless the record of attendance shall be kept in the 
form required of the public schools and be open to the inspec- 
tion of the school board of the district at all times.
